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THE SPRING SHOW. 


Rain did something to spoil the attendance 
at the Royal Dublin Society's Spring Show 
yesterday, yet there were over 20,600 persons 
in the showyard, and the total attendance for 
the past three days was 63,227, a decrease of 
about 5,000 as compared with last year. A 
feature of yesterday’s attendance was the 
large number of school children—there were 
cousiderably over three thousand—and they 
investigated every section thoroughly, but 
were not unruly, In the jumping enclosure 
their chatter was insistent, and their enthu- 
siasm found loud expressiop when the parades 
and jumping competitions took place. 

In the Main Hall Annexe the Irish Jersey 
Cattle Breeders’ Society have a stail 
where glasses of milk, with a thick coating 
of cream, are supplied ‘to young people, while 
suitable literature is handed out to those 
desiring special information about the milk- 
ing qualities of this excellent breed. There is 
evidence to show that Jerseys are invaluable 
in a dairy herd because of the high percent- 
age of butter fat in their milk—and the de- 
mand for them in Ireland is increasing. 

Of a different kind is the display made by 
the City of Dublin Technical School, Bolton 
street. Here the public are able to see pupil 
apprentices at watch-making, motor engineer- 
ing, men’s tailoring, and the work of hotel 
chef. 

For Lieutenant-Colonel Haddick’s lecture, 
“Ireland's Rough Hewn Destiny,’’ illustrated 
with films and lantern slides, the Members’ 
Hall was filled with an audience that listened 
with close attention to the lecturer's eloquent 
remarks, 

Enjoyable musical programmes were 
rendered by the St. Hilda Colliery Band, the 
Civic Guard Dépét /í Band, and Miss May 
Kelly’s Ladies’ Orchestra. 

Outside the Jumping enclosure, the only 
competitive items were the hutter-making 
contests, in which some excellent work was 
done.

Instead of the ‘‘ usual course,” the twenty-

That the great 
majority of the animals had not been put 
to such jumps before, and that the novelty 
did not appeal to them in the least. was 
evident. They simply would not have it, 
and the black ball corsequently was run up 
with monotonous frequency until nearing the 
end of the :ound, thirteen of the first twenty- 
two performers failing to satisfy the judges. 
They seemed to have a strong aversion to 
the black-painted sleepers, with the white 
post in the centre, and, perhaps, it was 
on account of so much time being occupied 
with the one round that the judges.. then 
ordered only four to go round a second time, 
the lucky ones being Roxanna, Tony, Carmo 
and Bill Herbert, which were the last on the 
programme, all hailing from Northern stables. 
One would have thought that this quartette 
had been accustomed to the new jumps so 
readily did they adapt themselves to them, 
for they required little or no coaxing. Rox. 
anna did not put an iron astray on either 
round, and was always a winner of the red 
rosette, and there was not much between 
any of the other prize winners, Tony being 
a very good second.

SKERRIES ACCIDENT. 


APPLICATION OF TRUST 
FUNDS, 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

The hearing of the summons issued on 
behalf of Lord HolmPatrick against the Royal 
National Lifeboat Institution in the matter 
of the trusts relating to the fund subscribed 
tn the year 1873 for the relief of the widows. 
and orphans of the members of the crew of 
the Skerries lifeboat who were drowned on 
the lst February, 1873, was resumed. ‘The 
plaintiff's claim was to have determined the 
question whether the subscribers to the fund, 
in the events which had occurred, were 
entitled to the unapplied balance of the fund, 
which was now in the hands of the plaintiff 
as surviving trustee of the fund, and, if not, 
how the fund should be applied; and, if 
necessary, for an inquiry as to the subscribers 
of the fund and the persons now entitled to 
the interests of such of the subscribers as were 
now dead, and an order, if necessary, that 
the trusts now affecting the balance of the 
fund might be carried into execution by the 
Court; ard that the defendants should be 
appointed to represent in the action the class 
of subscribers to the fund, 

INSTITUTION'S WORK. 

Mr. Blood, K.C., who, with Mr. Matheson 
(instructed by Messrs. Hayes and Sons), 
appeared for. the National Lifeboat Institu- 
tion, gave reasons why, he said, his clients 
properly should be made defendants in the 
summons- He referred to an affidavit of Mr. 
Newcombe, the Secretary of the Dublin 
branch of the Institution, giving particulars 
of the activities of that body in the Irish 
Free State, where last year, it was stated, 
the Institution received £6,100 from charit- 
able subscriptions, and expended on lifeboats 
round the coast a sum of £8,500. The Institu- 
tion supported and maintained around the 
caasts of the Irish Free State nine motor self- 
righting hfeboats and ten rowing and sailing 
lifeboats. During the last three years there 
were 48 launches of lifeboats on the Irish 
Free State coasts, and within the same period 
lifeboats of the Institution saved 66 lives on 
the Irish Free State coasts, as well as eight 
vessels. 

Last year the Institution paid £436 in re- 
wards to lifeboat men who took part in 
rescuing life at sea, and for several years it 
had been maintaining at Skerries a rowing 
and -sailing lifeboat. Before the present 
matter became public the Institution had 
taken steps to provide, and had ordered, a 


£4,500, to be stationed at Clogher Head, 
twelve miles north of Skerries. 

When this disaster occurred in 1873 an 
appeal for funds was made, and the Lifeboat 
Institution. came forward with a subscription 
of £250, and was the largest individual sub- 
scriber. That itself, he thought, was the 
greatest justification for making the Institu- 
tion defendant in the action. 

NEW FACTS. 

The sum in hands was about £1,000, and 
tie situation was different now from what 
it was when the summons was issued, because 
facts had since been ascértained which were 
not known when the summons was issued. 
I'he parties had been under the impression 
that there was a surplus fund, and that his 
lordship should decide what was the scope of 
the charity, and to what object he should 
give it. The words of the two resolutions 
passed at the time when the fund was opened 
limited the relief to ‘‘ the widows and orphans 
left destitute by the recent disaster to the 
lifeboat at Balbriggan.”” The resolutions in 
this case took the place of a deed of trust, 
and if the trusts, as stated in these resolu- 
tions, were so limited, and if, as had been 
Stated, three sons of two of these men who 
lost’. their lives in the disaster still survived 
and required assistance, it seemed to him 
that the whole situation had heen chanved. 
and the question arose: What was to be dere 
in ylew of the fact that had now been dis- 
covered ? 

He did not think that in this case a small 
fund should be saddled with the expense of 
settling a scheme. He thought that they 
Should seek to carry out the objects of the 
subscribers with as little expenditure of the 
fund as possible, so as to preserve as mach 
as possible for those who would have a claim 
on it. 

OBJECTS OF THE CHARITY. 

Mr. Battersby, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Tobias (instructed by Messrs. William Smvth 
and Son), appeared on behalf of Michael 
Halpin and James and Patrick Kelly, said 
to be sons of victims of the accident, and 
said that it was perfectly clear that, as long 
as there remained in existence objects of the 
charity, there being no surplus, his lordship 
should ascertain who were the present exist- 
ing objects and consider whether he would 
aivide the money among them or allow them 
& certain amount per annum for their sup- 
port and maintenance. 

Mr. Oliver Murphy (instructed by Messrs. 
T. T. Mecredy and Son), for the plaintiff, 
said that he would be glad to have a direc 
tion from his lordship on the matter, and 
suggested that there should be an inquiry as 
to which of the orphans were alive. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., who, with Mr. Frank 
Sweeney (instructed by Messrs. Brady and 
Dawson), appeared for the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, said that that society held the 
first meeting that initiated this fund, and the 
intention was that the money should be given 
for charitable purposes. He would ask his 
lordship, if necessary, to receive further evi- 
dence with regard to the nature of the trust. 
The suggestion of his clients was that if 
there was an unexhauted surplus it should 
go to the seafaring men at Skerries. 

Mr. J. O'Doherty (for Mr. MeGuckin) (in- 
structed by Mr. W. P. Corrigan), who ap- 
peared on behalf of the Attorney-General, 
said that the Attorney-General wanted an 
inquiry. 

INQUIRY DIRECTED. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that the original 
resolution passed by the meeting to open a 
fund left out the words “and others ”’ after 
the words ‘‘for the relief of the widows and 
orphans,” but when the subscription list 
was published the words “ and others ” were 
introduced: so he held that this fund was 
originally subscribed, not merely for the 
mó gs and orphans, but íor the others who 
required relief owing to the disaster at 
Skerries. When the summons was taken out 
it was thought that there were no survivors 
of this class, and that the question would 
have io be dealt with as to what was to be 
done with the surplus, but since the sum- 
mons was brought it was found that there 
still were certain persons who come within 
the elass, and, that a so, it was, to his 
mind, premature to consider how the surplus 
should be applied, if there was a surplus at all. 
lt was not certain, indeed, whether there ever 
would be a surplus or not. There might be 
ether survivors of the class, and as all parties 
had asked for an inquiry as to the present 
survivors of the class of ‘* widows and 
orphans and others,” the word “' others 
meaning, as he held, dependents of the men 
who were lost in the disaster, he would direct 
an inquiry with liberty to apply. 


HIRE OF A ’BUS. 
RRB MO EE 
JUDGMENT FOR ENGLISH 
COMPANY. 


(REFORE MR. JUSTICE O'RYFNE.) i 

The hearing was concluded of the case in 
which the British Wagon Company, Ltd., 22 
Moorgate street, Rotherham, Yorkshire, 
were plaintiffs and the Connemara Omnibus 
Company, Ltd., 37 Nassau street, Dublin, 
defendants. The claim was for £455 11s., 
in respect of the hiring of a 50-seater omn!- 
bus by the defendant company with the 
option of purchase. An initial payment of 
£602 and seventeen subsequent monthly in- 
stalments of £89 17s. 2d. were stated to be 
the conditions of the contract upon which 
the defendants acquired the vehicle. They 
paid the initial deposit, but failed to pay 
the ensuing instalments. 

The defendants denied having hired the 
‘bus, but said that if they did the agreement 
was entered into by mistake, and that the 
vehicle which they obtained was unfit to 
undertake a daily journey between Dublin 
and Derry, for which it was required. Upon 
discovering this structural defect, they re- 
pudiated the agreement, which the alleged 
was procured upon misrepresentation, and 
offered to return the ‘bus. 

In repudiating the contract, they con- 
tended. that. they applied to the plaintiffs

reached 5,306,000 copies—an increase of 
1,554,000 on the figures for the previous year. 
Sales of the Scriptures in English have 
been doubled during the past decade, and, 
of the 1,800,000 copies which were sold 
last year, one half went to the Dominions 
and Colonies. Thas nearly a million 
copies were added during the year to the 
uncounted millions which were already in 
being throughout the British Islands. 
Here is good news for fearful saints; yet 
a perplexing thought intrudes. Unless 
appearances are wholly deceptive, the 
sustained circulation of the Scriptures at 
home does not imply a growth, or even a 
retention, of their influence on the national 
life. 


It cannot be denied that the Scriptures 
are ceasing to be the basis of British 
education. In days which elderly people 
can recall the Bible was still the bed-rock 
of children’s early studies in the home 
and in the school. Its teaching moulded 
their characters; its noble English in- 
formed their tastes and enriched the whole 
course of their lives. Moreover, through 
nearly three centuries, this general read- 
ing of the Bible was supplemented by 
books which, serving the purposes of 
religion, were also masterpieces of English 
literature. Copies of the first cJition of 
the ‘“‘Pilgrim’s Progress” are worth 
thousands of pounds to-day because of 
their rarity. Almost the whole edition 
was worn to tatters long ago by genera- 
tions of pious readers at humble firesides. 
Empty churches, undenominational schools, 
and the decay of home life are not the 
only phenomena which suggest that the 
Scriptures and other religious literature 
are not studied as of old. The national 
character seems to be losing its former 
solidity. In days when the man-in- 
the-street knew his Bible cheap news- 
papers would not have dared to insult 
him with cheap speculation on spiritual 
problems. Regular and careful study of 
the Scriptures had its secular gains: the 
Bible was at once a spelling-book, a book 
of history and geography, a model of pure 
and simple English, Is it a mere co- 
incidence that in modern schools ignorance 
of the Four Gospels is attended so often 
by ignorance of the “three R’s?’’ 


Under the new Education Bill the 
powers of local authorities are increased 
at the cost of the managers, but the 
National Union of Teachers is not yet 
satisfied.

The New Laureate. 


Last night the London Gazette announced 
the appointment of Mr. John Masefield 
as Poet Laureate im succession to the late 
Dr. Robert Bridges. His Majesty’s choice 
is applauded by all, and even Mr. Bernard 
Shaw is satisfied. Indeed, with the 
exception of Mr. Rudyard Kipling, it is 
difficult to see what other selection could 
have been made. Here we may suppose 
that a certain political bias determined 
the issue. Mr. Kipling is the poet of 
Empire, and his muse would have been 
hard pressed to sing convincingly of the 
conclusion of the Anglo-Egyptian Treaty, 
if Mr. Henderson had seen fit to surrender 
the Sudan. Mr. Masefield, however, 
would not suffer from this embarrassment. 
A memory of his own early days, when 
he sailed before the mast and was a bar- 
tender in the United States, has tinged 
all his work with a deep sympathy with 
the submerged, which has been translated 
into a kindly socialism. As poet and 
novelist, the new Laureate undoubtedly 
is worthy to be the successor of his 
distinguished predecessors, and by his 
songs of the sea he has achieved the right 
to be numbered with the great ones of 
other days. 

I must go down to the seas again, 
lonely sea and the sky, 

And all I ask is a tall ship and a star to 
steer her by; 

And the wheel’s kick and the wind’s song 
and the white sail’s shaking, 


And a grey mist on the sea’s face, and a 
grey dawn breaking, 


The man who could write these lines is 
an initiate of that spirit which inspired 
the spontaneous cry of thalassa from ten 
thousand throats. Moreover, Mr. Masefield, 
as the creator of the “ old bold mate of 
Henry Morgan,” has recaptured the 
atmosphere of those days when English 
sailors were founding England’s greatness 
in the seas of Spanish America. Latterly 
his work has shown a growing mysticism, 
and one of his earlier efforts of this kind, 
“The Everlasting Mercy,” made his 
poems popular with the general public.

Submarines. 


The inability of the London Naval 
Conference to abolish submarines has 
resulted in a spate of submarine building. 
According to the Naval Correspondent of 
the Daily Telegraph, France, Italy, Japan 
and the United States are drafting new 
designs for underwater craft, and their 
example is being followed by smaller 
Powers. These new vessels will possess a 
range and destructive power greater than 
have been known hitherto. The United 
States ‘‘ V’’ boats, six of which already 
have been launched, have the enormous 
displacement of 2,800 tons and are able 
to cross the Pacific and return to their 
base on one load of fuel. France, how-

French submarines have crossed the

The Delegates’ Departure. 


Victoria Station presented 
interesting spectacle this morning, when 
Nahas Pasha, the Egyptian Prime 
Minister, and the members of the deleca- 
tion who have been attending the Anglo- 
Egyptian Conference, left for Cairo. 
Among those present were Sir Percy 
Loraine, High Commissioner for Egypt ; 
Dr. Hugh Dalton, Under-Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs; Mr. Tom Shaw, 
Minister for War; Commander Fellowes, 
Commander Kenworthy, Colonel Malone 
and representatives of the Foreign Office. 
In addition, a considerable number of 
members of the Egyptian colony in London 
were on the platform, and among these 
there was great excitement. Flags and 
streamers were waved violently, and there 
were frequent bursts of wild cheering until 
the train left. It was notable that a 
number of large cards bearing the words, 
“ Long Live the Independence of Egypt 
and the Sudan,’’ were exhibited in the 
station this morning, and were paraded 
before the Ministers. 


Sir Thomas Lipton. 


Sir Thomas Lipton, who will be eighty 
to-morrow, intends to spend his birthday 
at Southampton on his yacht Erin. This 
is lying close to the new challenger Sham- 
rock V., with which he hopes to recapture 
the America Cup. -It is estimated that 
Sir Thomas Lipton has spent half a 
million in his efforts to secure the Cup, 
and that he holds to the opinion that he 
will be able to bring it back with the aid 
of Shamrock V. This, I believe, is also 
the opinion of other yachting experts, im 
view of the more favourable conditions 
that surround the sailing of the chal- 
lenging yacht to the States. 


A Distinguished Irishman. 


Air Vice-Marshal E. R. Ludlow-Hewitt, 
an Irishman, who has been appointed Air 
Officer Commanding in Iraq on the termi- 
nation of the appointment of Ai Vice- 
Marshal Brooke-Popham, transferred to 
the Royal Flying Corps from the Royal 
Irish Rifles in Auggst, 1914, and served 
in France from March, 1915, until the end 
of the war, furing whieh time he was 
mentioned in despaiches, six times and 
received the C.M.G., D.8.0., M.C., and 
Legion of Honour. Since then he has 
held several positions at the Air Ministry, 
and during the years 1921-25 he was Air 
Aide-de-Camp to the King. He was born 
in 1886, and is a son of the Rev. T. D. 
Ludlow-Hewitt, of Clancoole, Bandon, 
County Cork. 


England's Weather. 


Buchan’s third cold spell was expected 
to begin this morning and to continue 
until Wednesday next, but it is probable 
that it opened yesterday ; for it was 
bitterly cold, with a north-easterly wind 
throughout the day. The thermometer at 
9 a.m. showed a rise of four degrees, and 
reports secured at the Air Ministry 
showed that it was warmer all along the 
east coast. People nowadays attach so 
much importance to the Buchan theory 
that the course of the weather will be 
watched with uncommon interest during 
the next few days. It is recalled to-da) 
that Alexander Buchan, the Scottish 
scientist, did not claim absolute definite- 
ness of date regarding the spells, but 
pointed out that they were subject to 
variation from year to year. 


Shakespeare in London. 


It is not unlikely that the West End 
soon will have three Shakespearian plays 
running at the same time; for Mr. Shaw's 
“The Apple Cart’’ at the ‘Queen’ s Theatre 
will be followed by the extremely good 
production of ‘‘ Hamlet’? from the Old 
Vic Theatre, with Mr, John Gielgud as 
the Prince of Denmark. About the same 
time ‘‘ Othello”? will be given, with Mr. 
Paul Robeson in the title réle. On June 
Ond the famous German actor, Herr 
Alexander Moissi, will appear as 
“ Hamlet ” at the Globe Theatre, A pro- 
duction of ‘‘ Hamlet” at the Haymarket 
Theatre, with Mr. Henry Ainley as the 
Prince, is mentioned also, It seems that 
‘‘ Hamlet,” after a very Jong rest, will 
be revived in great force, though it is & 
moot point whether there are audiences 
for three “ Hamlets’’ at the same time. 


Trafttic Control. 


No fewer than nineteen additional 
London streets will become “ one-way” 
thoroughfares under a scheme drawn up 
by Str Hugh Turnbull, Commissioner © 
the City Police, and approved by the 
Ministry of Transport. The streets include 
some of the narrowest in the City of 
London, and in most cases there are 
parallel thoroughfares close at hand, 
which can be utilised by traffic in the 
reverse direction. In certain thorough- 
fares—notably the Haymarket—opinion 1s 
not unanimous about the working of the 
one-way system on account of the difficulty 
of pedestrians in the crossing of a wide 
roadway while all the traffic proceeds in 
one direction ; but for such smaller streets 
as those included in the new scheme this 
objection will not apply. In order that no 
action may be taken without due con- 
sideration, a public inquiry will be held 
in London next week to decide on the 
advisability of the scheme.

'BUS EMPLOYES | 
STRIKE, 
700 MEN AFFECTED 
IN FREE STATE. 


VISITORS TO DUBLIN 
INCONVENIENCED.

A strike of the drivers and conductors of 
the Irish Omnibus Company took place 
throughout the Irish Free State last 
evening, and between 700 and 800 men 
are affected. 

The strike is stated to be due to the new 
scale of wages introduced by the 
company on April 19th. 

The intention of the men to strike was 
kept a close secret, and the first that 
was known of it was when the men 
actually refused to drive the omni- 
buses from the Dublin terminus at 
Aston’s quay at 5 o’clock last evening. 

Though the company took immediate action 
and employed other members of their 
staff to drive, only six of the sixteen 
‘buses bound for long journeys to 
various parts of the country were able 
to start. As a result, between 250 and 
500 people, principally from the Mid- 
lands, were stranded in Dublin last 
night, and had to seek accommodation 
In city hotels. 

In all, the company controls 228 buses, 

As far as Dublin and the immediate 
neighbourhood was concerned, there was 
little, if any, inconvenience caused, owing 
to the large number of ’buses belonging to 
other companies running on the same 
routes. 


EXCITING INCIDENTS. 

During the night there was considerable 
excitement outside the I.0.C. dépót at 
Aston’s quay, and scrimmages between 
drivers of | ’buses returning on long 
journeys and pickets were frequent. 

In order to facilitate passengers who 
had return tickets on the ’buses to places 
within a short radius of the city, the com- 
pany provided taxis and other convey- 
ances, by means of which they were able 
to reach their homes. 

At a meeting of the men on strike, 
held last night in the headquarters of the 
National Union of Railwaymen, Parneli 
square, it was stated that the men were 
determined to carry on the strike until 
such time as the company would agree to 
recognise the men’s union, and also their 
demands that negotiations be opened 
between the company and the union re-. 
garding the new scale of wages which the 
company recently introduced. 


TWO ARRESTS. 

The men who were arrested in connec- 
tion with the dispute were released on 
bail, pending charges which the police 
intend to prefer against them. 

Up to a late hour last night a large 
number of people, mostly women, from 
the Midlands remained in the company’s 
dépét at Aston’s quay in the hope of 
obtaining a "bus to take them to their 
destination, but the company was unable 
to facilitate them. 

A large picket was stationed outside the 
Broadstone dépét of the company, but no 
incidents were reported from there. | 


NEW SCALE OF WAGES. 

The trouble is stated to have. begun 
when the company posted up notices of 
the new scale of wages and conditions on 
April 15th last. On April 16th the men 
held a mass meeting in Dublin protesting 
against the action of the company, and 
calling upon the railwaymen to support 
them, even to the extent of a national 
strike. 

Under the old scale the men’s wages 
ranged from 60s. to 80s., but under the 
new scale, which came into foree on April 
19th, the basic wage of 60s. was fixed, 
with certain allowances and altered condi- 
tions. The company, in statements to the 
Press, emphatically held that these ' new 
conditions were beneficial to the men. 


RECOGNITION OF UNION, 

In an interview to an Jrish Times 
representative last might, Mr. C. D. 
Watters, the Organising Secretary of the 
National Union of Railwaymen, said that 
the strike was the result of the refusal of 
the Irish Omnibus Company to recognise 
the National Union of Railwaymen, which 
had made representations to them regard- 
ing the altered conditions recently im- 
posed on the staff without negotiation, 

The officials of the company who were 
approached refused to make any com- 
ments on the situation.

Negotiations for the settlement of the 
outstanding questions in connection with 
the forthcoming 300,000,000 dollar Young 
plan loan issue have, according to 
Information, begun with the forwarding 
of a letter by M. Tardieu to Mr. Snowden. 
The French Premier is understood to 
have handed the letter to Sir Frederick 
Leith Ross, of the British Treasury, who 
has been participating in the conference 
of Treasury experts here, and Sir 
Frederick took it with him to London. 
The possibility is mentioned that this 
will be supplemented by oral explanation 
by the French Treasury expert, who will 
proceed to England for the purpose, and 
the question of the allocation of portions 
of the issue in the various countries, 
which is one of those left in suspense by 
the experts, will, Reuter’s Correspondent 
learns, be settled in the following manner. 
France will subscribe 80,000,000 dollars 
and the United States 75,000,000 dollars, 
although efforts will be made to bring 
America’s share level with that of France, 
Great Britain’s portion will be from 
25,000,000 dollars to 50,000,000 dollars, 
but, as the obligation she assumed under 
the agreement was only 26,200,000 dollars, 
she will, in the event of a higher figure 
being adopted, be compensated by the 
right to make the whole of the issue on 
the British market. 
Another important outstanding ques- 
tion, that of denomination of the bonds, 
is still being considered.

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RACING CARS 
COLLIDE. 


BAD ACCIDENT AT 
BROOKLANDS. 


TWO DEAD AND TWENTY 
INJURED. 


— 


_ A terrible incident occurred in the clos- 
ing stages of the first day’s run in the 
double-twelve hours’ race at Brooklands 
yesterday. Two Talbot cars came into 
collision, and one, crashing over the rail- 
ings, killed a spectator and injured a 
number of others. 

The Talbot cars were flashing round the 
track at the heels of an Alfa Romeo, 
driven by B. Ivanovsky and G. FE. T. 
Eyston, when an Austin Seven 
momentarily baulked them. The Talbot, 
driven by C. E. C. Rabagliati and H. R. 
Wolfe, immediately swerved to avoid the 
small car, and swung out on the outside 
vf the Alfa Romeo. It skidded almost 
broadside on, and the second Talbot, 
driven by J. W. Ellison and R. Hebeler, 
crashed into it. 


CAR FLUNG AMONG SPECTATORS. 

The first Talbot rolled over and over, 
while the other turned turtle and, smasli- 
ing through the railings, scattered the 
spectators, who were gathered at the point. 
Many were hurled yards away, and tho 
ground was strewn with unconscious and 
bleeding people. 

Those who were uninjured seemed 
stupified for a moment, and then. there 
‘was a general rush to attend to the in- 
jured. Ambulances were summoned, and 
doctors, marshals and attendants did what 
they could to render first aid. The car 
which had crashed over the railings was 
reduced to a mass of twisted metal, while 
nearby lay the white-coated driver and his 
mechanic. 

Meanwhile cars were still tearing round 
the track, and as they passed the scene of 
the accident the scream of the loud ex- 
hausts was mingled with the moans of the 
injured, 


DOCTORS ON THE SCENE. 

When the ambulance arrived the doctors 
found that one of the spectators, Mr. F. 
R. Hurworth, of Cheviot, St. Hilda’s 
avenue, Ashford, was dead, and also a 
mechanic in one of the cars. The Talbot 
cars wer driven by C. E. C. Rabagliati, 
and the other by R. Hebeler. Rabagliati 
was badly injured; and his mechanic, Mr. 
Edward Allery, of Surbiton, was killed. 

Hebeler escaped with minor injuries, 
and his mechanic, named Jury, of Morden, 
was unscathed. 

Twenty people were taken to Weybridge 
Cottage Hospital, and eight were detained. 
The others were suffering from minor 
injuries and shock, and after treatment 
were allowed to leave. 

All the evening anxious relatives and 
friends called at the hospital. 

It was the ear driven by Rabag)iat' 
which crashed over the railings. 


MECHANIC’S STORY. 

Mr. Jury, the mechanic, who escaped 
injury, told a graphic story of what 
occurred. ‘“We were going down the 
straight at a terrific speed,” he said, 
‘when suddenly it seemed that the Talbot 
ahead of us skidded almost broadside. op 
and we caught it amidships. The car we 
hit lifted up and was hurled over the rail- 
ings into the crowd of spectators. 

‘Tt. was a uvhastly moment. I thought 
that my, last moment had come. Our car 
plunged on with the steering gone, and we 
mounted the side and turned over. Mr. 
Hebeler and I were able to craw! out, and 
then we saw the havoc that the other car 
had done.’’ i 

The racing finished at 8 p.m., when it 
was announced that the third Talbot car, 
which had been a member of the team 
with the other two, had retired owing to 
the accident. 


WHAT CAPTAIN CAMPBELL SAW. 

Captain Malcolm Campbell, as he was 
leaving the pits, anxiously inquired what 
had happened. 

He said: ‘‘ I saw the two cars overturn 
and the torn-up railings and the people 
lvine stretched out ns though they had 
been knocked down like ninepins. I¢ is a 
terrible thing. it was so unexpected.’’ 

Mr. Kaye Don was a spectator of the 
accident. He was driving his Red Alfa 
Romeo, and he said: “ I have never seen 
anything like it. It was awful. I saw 


it. One of the cars went through the 
railings. 

‘ People fled, but some of them had no 
chance. They were struck before thev 
could move. There has never been any- 
thine like this before at Brooklands. 
There was the Monza tragedy in Italy s 
vear or two ago. I hope I shall never 
see anything like it again.’’ 

Earlier in the day a car driven by Mr. 
J. L. Stableford skidded and turned over, 
but the driver and mechanic were un- 
injured. | 

IRISHWOMAN INJURED

CHINA AND THE 
SOVIET. 


COMING CONFERENCE. 


The Times of to-day, in a leading 
article on a Russo-Chinese Conference, 
says:—The Chinese delegates, who are to 
discuss with the Soviet Government the 
future management of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway, left Harbin last week in the com- 
pany of some of the Russian specialists 
who will take part in the negotiations, and 
reached Moscow on Thursday. The coming 
conference there is the sequel to the meet-. 
ing at Habarovsk, in South-West Siberia, 
which put an end to the unofficial war on 
the Manchurian border at a moment when 
the Chinese troops had been defeated at 
two points, and were in no condition to 
oppose a Russian invasion. 

One of the principal points which are 
likely to be raised by the Chinese 
delegates, The Times points out, is the 
redemption of the Eastern Railway. Its 
purchase is at present beyond the means of 
their Government, but Chmese publicists 
believe, or affect to believe. that in 
the near future it may be able to raise 
the very large sums required for this pur- 
pose. But here again the Chinese are 
unlikely to find themselves on common 
ground with the Russian delegates. The 
two parties regard the problem from a 
very different angle. The Chinese (if the 
organs of the Kuomintang describe their 
attitude correctly) claim that the value 
of the railway should be estimated on the 
basis of its present earning power. Soviet 
officials in Manchuria, on the other hand, 
maintain that the initial cost of the con- 
struction of the railway must figure in 
any valuation, and they would also in- 
clude the advances made by the Tsarist 
Government to cover the deficits of the 
early years. 

The Soviet Government will scarcely 
carry logic to the extent of refusing to 
claim sums due to its Tsarist predecessor, 
because it has repudiated Tsarist debts,

NEW WAR IN CHINA. 


SEVERE FIGHTING.

SHANGHAI, Friday. 
fighting is reported on the 
Railway, near the Honan- 
Kiangsu border, in which combined 
Kuominchun and Shansi forces are 
engaged against Government troops, 
Other Northern forces are reported to 
have crossed the Yellow River near 
Tsaochowfu and to be advancing in the 
direction of Tsining. A third Northern 
movement is reported to be developing in 
the direction of Suchow, south of 
Suchowfu, and a large force of Kuomin- 
chun to be mgving south on the Peking- 
Hankow railway. A mutiny is reported 
among the Government forces at Pengpu 
(100 miles north of Nanking). 

The information is generally to the 
effect that serious hostilities have begun, 
and that Shansi-yen Hsi-shan’s troops are 
actively taking part. As both sides are 
interested in concealing their losses and 
in advertising their gains, the reports of 
what is happening at the front must be 
taken with reserve. 

Various Chinese :public bodies express 
alarm at the threat against the Tientsin 
Customs, declaring that the security of 
the foreign and domestic debt depends on 
the maintenance of the integrity of the 
Customs Department. Yen is severely 
criticised for attempting to carry out an 
action prejudicial to the national credit, 
and it is pointed out that if he succeeds 
in attaching the Customs revenue, thus 
interfering with the operation of the 
Sinking Fund for the redemption of 
internal loans, all classes will be 
disastrously affected.
